CURIOUS KINDS OF FISHES. 


nd ClInibluK Ffobes- 


Vl«he> tb»t Hop About on Dry Land 
-A 
Four-Eyed FlaU-Hof Water, 


Blind and Pnocpnorescent Fish. 
Probably the most extensive and val- 


uable collection o£ invertebrates anil 
fishes to be found this side of the water 
ia owned by the Agassiz Museum of 
Comparative Zoology. During the life 
of Prof. Agassiz, who was a great col- 
lector, additions from all sources were 
continually pouring into the museum. 
The (jovornment survey expeditions by 
land and sea, and private contributors, 
whose interest had been secured bv the 


_ indefatigable scientist, all lent their aid 


in swelling the material, much of which 
still awaits the hand of the curator. 
Many of the fishes were secured bv 
1'rof. Agassiz during his famous col- 
lecting tour in South America, and 
some of them show remarkable pecu- 
liarities unknown to the general public. 
Among these, of more than ordinary 
interest are the genera Chromidos, 
Hydrogonus, Gcophagus, etc., and the 
greatest exertions were made by Prof. 
Agassi/, to secure them at different pe- 
riods of growth. In a letter to the Em- 
peror of Brazil he mentions the first 
discovery of a remarkable trait in the 
Acara, which he named after his royal 
friend. 


In these remarkable fishes the eggs 


are deposited, and then taken into the 
mouth and retained until they are 
hatched, the upper pharyngeals form- 
ing a sort of pouch in which they are 
held. A fish called the Arius, that has 
a great geographical range, was found 
here also, the male of which, according 
to the natives, caught up the eggs in its 
mouth and kept them until they wore 
hatched. Some of the eggs are half an 
inch in diameter, and found oven in the 
gills of the fish. 
Another species still, 


found in Panama, carries its eggs in a 
fold in the skin— a sort of marsupitim, 
the male finally taking them in its 
mouth. One of the most remarkable 
*ases of egg-carrying is seen in a cat- 
fish of the genius Aspredo, of Guiana, 
South America. On the approach of 
the breeding season curious pedicles or 
stalks appear upon tho ventral surface, 
having curious cups upon them. The 
eggs having been deposited, the fish 
settles down upon them, each stalk 
picking up an eg<j which seems to at- 
tach itself by a glutinous secretion, so 
that the fish moves off, the eggs hang- 
ing and dangling like so many bells or 
barbels. So they are carried around 
until the young aro hatched and es- 
cape, when the stalks disappear until 
the next breeding time comes around. 


Cat-fish of the genus Doras and Ca- 
lichthys, called locally Jarrow and 
Mana. travel in the dry season overland 
In search of water, moving over the 
meadows in dense columns, and when 
the ponds dry up burrowing into the 
mud. In the rainy season they make 
regular nests of leaves, and carefully 
cover up their nests, which, during the 
process of hatching, are assiduously 
watched and courageously defended by 
both males 
and females. Aristotle 
mentions a fish by the name of Choiros, 
or Pig, as inhabiting tho Rivor Chitor, 
in the Mediterranean, and as beta" one 
of the fishes that have the power of 
omitting sounds. The Choiros is enu- 
merated by Strabo among the fishes of 
tho Nile, and it is said that the spines 
on its head prevent the crocodiles from 
attacking it. It is admitted by authors 
to be a Glanidian, but the species has 
not yet been determined. M. Valen- 
ciennes ascribes the sounds which some 
fishes produce to tho escape of air from 
their large swim-bladders, acted upon 
by strong muscles. 


A blind cat-fish of the genus Gronias 


is found in a subterranean tributary of 
the Conestoga Rivor, in Pennsylvania, 
and, unlike many of the cave fishes, 
they have retained their rich brown 
color. Two other genera— t.rgea and 
Brontes— are nearly, if not quuS, blind. 
Many years ago. during the eruption of 
a volcano near Ibarrn, South America, 
hot, muddy water poured from crevices 
17,000 feet above the sea, bringing with 
it vast quantities of these fishes, so 
many, in fact, that fatal fevers ensued 
from tho decay. Another curious cat- 
fish—the Stcgaphilus insidiosus — has 
the operculum set with curved spines, 
which enables the fish to attach itself 
to stones in rapid currents. The Mat 
apterui found in tho rivers of North 
Africa, are remarkable for their power 
of giving electric shocks. The Arabs 
call them Kaad, or thunder, while in the 
Niger they are known as Ishenza: An- 
other Egyptian cat-fish, of the genus 
Clarias, was onco worshiped in Latopo- 
lis, now known as Esnesh, while thoso 
of the genus Hoplosternnm are extreme- 
ly valued on account of strong smellm" 
l>uui that is obtained from them, an3 
which in Africa was formerly and still 
is an important article ol exchange. 
Such are a few of the more remarkable 
Siluroids, and it is sate to say that in no 
other order of fishes aro found so many 
extraordinary traits and peculiarities. 


A large number of fishes arc found 


living parasitic, under or within other 
animals, and several of the most inter- 
esting examples are found in the collec- 
tion. One — tho Fierasfer, a long, sil- 
very, eel-like creature, pure white— is 
found in tho alimentary canal of tho 
great Holothnria Florida.ua. Tho writer 


" 
-- - - 
commensalism on ^th» reef.: 


'While- collecting;coral a Holothtirian or1 
trepan v about a foot long was picked 
Tip, and while holding the creature, to 


watch its laboring contractions out of 
water and the stream it spurted out 
the head of the Fierasfer was obsjorvei 
slowly coming out, white and ghastly, 
in contrast to the black skin of its pro 
lector. Holding it ovora pail of water, 
tho fish soon wriggled completely out 
and dropped into it, but it was evid 
cntly out of its natural element, as it 
swam several times, gasped, and aoor 
died.

cnmbcd to the water in a few moment* 
They were so delicate that in a glass 
case the delicate vesicles could be ob 
served in them, and the white appear- 
ance they bear in alcohol is theirriatura 
one. They aro not confined to Holo- 
thurians, but are found frequently in 
the large star-fishes. As to their breed 
ing or habits, nothing is known, but it 
is evident they live in tho Holothurian 
and possess some power—a mucus prob, 
ably—of resisting the secretions of theii 
host, and feed upon its food that is 
scooped in in masses—sand, mud, an<J 
refuse. 
Tho Fierasfer is not the only 


free boarder in the Holothurian. 
A 


fltiiifer snail is found in the intestine, 
while a small crab, or several of them, 
called Pinnotheres, imbed themselves it 
the water lung and cause considerable 
damage. Various mollusks are found 
upon the exterior, living there, ami 
moving around at the will of the clumsy 
animal. 


A number of little fishes arc seen 


that, though now white from a twenty 
years1 alcoholic bath, wore originally a 
rich purple. They aro from tue Gulf 
of Mexico, and nro most remarkable 
parasites, being found under the Phy- 
salia, and afford at tho same time an 
interesting example of a protective re- 
semblance. Tho Physalia—one of the 
hydroid medusa)—is a mere bubble 
floating upon tho sea. 
Tho upper 


tion can bo elevated into a sail-like 
organ or withdrawn at the will of tho 
animal. 
It is tinted a delicate pink, 


and from the under side hang myriads 
of tentacles o£ tho most vivid blue— a 
perfect electric battery, as they aro 
covered with cells that contain minute 
darts called lassos. Those are coiled 
in tho cells, and upon the slightesl 
touch of a foreign object millions oi 
them dart out, penetrating the intruder 
and depositing a bluish poison extreme- 
ly painful anil dangerous. The effect 
of so many of those darts upon a fish 
can bo imagined. The beautiful ten- 
tacles dangle in the water tempting 
bait 
Tho sardines dart at them and it 


a moment are dead. The writer has 
frequently scon this when the Physalia 
lias boon floating over a school of sar- 
dines. 
Death seems to bo instantane- 


ous, the effects of the lassos being like 
an electric shock. 
Yet powerful as il 


is, up among tho death-dealing ton 
taclos the littlo blue fishes live, darting 
around among the streamers in. perfect 
safety, and so closely resembling them 
that they would never be distinguished 
except by, careful examination. Wheth- 
er some bond of sympathy exists be- 
tween those lowly forms wo know not. 
Some writers state that they have seen 
the tentacles touch the fish and that it 
had no effect upon them. 
Under jclly- 


fishoj numbers of littlo fishes aro always 
found swimming around among tho 
tontriclos, imitating thorn in general 
color. 
Olio of these jolly projectors, 


.found and measured by Mrs. Agassiz, 
was seven feet across and two hundred 
foot long. 


Another curious fish in the collection 


from this locality is the Anablcps, called 
by tho natives "Tralhote," signifying 
four-nyed. 
A membranous fold inclo.? 


iiii? tho bulb of tho eye stretches across 
the pupil, dividing tiie visual apparatus 
into an upper and lower half. 
No 


doubt this formation is intcndod to suit 
the peculiar habits of the Anablcps. 
Thoso fishes gather in-shoals on the sur- 
face of tho water, thoir heads resting 
partly above, partly below, the surface, 
and they move by a leaping motion 
somewhat like that of frogs on land. 
Thus, half in air, half in water, thev re- 
quire eyes adapted for seeing in both 
elements, and the arrangement de- 
scribed above just meets this want. 
One of the most noticeable fishes in tho 
collection is a curious little fellow called 
the Antenarias. 
It is about five inches 


long, olive and white, in irregular mark- 
ings, tho mouth and fins decorated with 
a marvelous arrangement of wavinf 
barbels or filaments of flesh. The pe£ 
toral fins arc developed so that they 
have almost tho appearance of limbs 
for progression on land; in fact, a com- 
mon name for the creature is walking 
fish. They are found, however, lying 
upon the surface of the water, half sub™ 
merged in tho Gulf-weed, or sargassum, 
of which they may be said to bo mim- 
ics, as they are of the exact tint of the 
weed, and thus protected from the gulls 
that soar over the great patches in 
search of food. 
The Antenarias is a re- 


markable 
nest-builder, weaving the 
strings of sarpjassum into oval bulls, nnit 
fastening it together bv some secretion 
from its body. 
In the" interior of the 


ball the eggs are found attached to the 
sides and points of the leaves. 
That 


the elongation of tho pectoral fins is for 
some purpose is shown in the curious 
lishes Periopthalmus and Boliopthalmus 
found in the Philippine Islands. They 
leave the water and run along the 
shore by a series of hops or jumps, 
very much after the fashion of a frog, the 
wonderfully developed pectorals serv- 
ing as tho moans of progress. 
When 


at rest tho fishes stand erect, resting 
on these fins, their heads elevated as 
if 
listening, and 
with their promi- 


nent eyes presenting a very curious ap- 
pearance. The Anabas and eel are 
ilso frequently seen out of water, the 
'ormcr have special organs for enabling 
it to breathe air. 
™ 


A fine lot of blind fishes from the 


various caves of tho country is soon in 
;hc collection, and one from Cuba that, 
strange to say, though a fresh-water 
ish, is related to tho cod family. The 
ishcs from Mammoth Cave arc white, 
and some show the eye-spot, a white 
speck dimly visible through the skin, 
>ut the optic nerve is not there. Near- 
y all these fishes, however, have a 
jurious development of external minute 
organs, called sonse papilla:, that are 
organs of feeling, so perfect that the 
)lind fish easily follow and capture fish 
vith eyes called the Melanura, that 
inds its way sometimes into the cave.
